Cost of Farm 
Products 
Increases 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Agriculture Department says 
the retail cost of selective farm 
products rose .9 per cent in 
July. The over-all cost was 2.3 
per cent more than a year ago. 


The market-basket selection 


is used by the department as a 
means of charting food prices 
and the amount received by 
farmers. 


The department said the larg- 


est increases were in eggs and 
fruits and vegetables, mainly 
apples, grapefruit, lettuce and 
tomatoes. Beef prices were 
down from June but still 4 per 
cent above the year earlier. 
Pork prices rose but remained 
11 per cent below a year ago. 


Most of the hike was due to 


increasing cost in assembly, 
processing, 
transporting 
and 


distributing the food, the de- 
partment said. The money paid 
farmers rose .7 per cent, but 
the department said farmers' 
share of the consumer dollar 
remains at 38 cents—the same 
as in June but 2 cents lower 
than a year ago.

Big Trading 
Partners 
Plan Study

GENEVA (AP) — The United 


States and its major trading 
partners agreed early today to 
join in a special study of the 
U.S. import surtax and other 
nonmonetary measures in Pres- 
ident Nixon's defend-the-dollar 
program. 


At the U.S. insistence, Nix- 


on's monetary measures 
to 


force a revaluation of the Japa- 
nese yen and major European 
currencies were barred from 
the study. 


The other nations also agreed 


to take no retaliatory action 
against the President's 10 per 
cent surcharge on imports but 
made it clear they wanted it 
lifted as soon as possible. 


The 25-nation study group 


was set up by the council of the 
international trade organization 
known as GATT—the General 
Agreement on Tariffs 
and 


Trade. The group will start its 
work on Sept. 6 and is to report 
its findings to the GATT council 
by Sept. 20.

July Trade 
Deficit 4th 
Month in Row 


WASHINGTON (AP) — For 


the first time in the nation's 
history, 
the 
United 
States 


recorded its fourth consecutive 
monthly trade deficit in July, 
the Commerce Department re- 
ported today. 


The July deficit of $304.1 mil- 


lion left the nation with a sev- 
en-month red 
ink figure of 


$676.4 million. This was also the 
first time a deficit has been 
recorded for that period of 
time. 


The July trade figures sup- 


plied compelling reasons why 
President Nixon chose to slap a 
10 per cent import surcharge 
Aug. 15 in an effort to protect 
the U.S. market and why he 
chose to cut the dollar loose 
from its traditional link with 
gold. 


The Commerce Department 


said seasonally adjusted im- 
ports in July totalled $3.798 bil- 
lion, while exports amounted to 
$3.494 billion. 


Dr. Harold C. Passer, assis- 


tant Commerce secretary for 
economic affairs, said the July 
deficit "further reinforces the 
need for the temporary import 
surcharge and for the other 
new economic programs an- 
nounced by President Nixon on 
Aug. 15." 


Passer noted the seven-month 


deficit contrasted sharply with 
the nearly $2 billion surplus 
registered during this same pe- 
riod a year ago.

and arrested by police today 
during a protest demonstration 
as South Vietnam's political 
crisis neared the end of its first 
week. 


Tran Tuan Nham, a self-de- 


scribed leftist who opposes both 
President Nguyen Van Thieu 
and the U.S. presence in Viet- 
nam, 
appeared 
in Saigon's 


main square with a handful of 
student supporters to display a 
copy of his campaign poster 
which police confiscated early- 
last week. 


It depicted President Nixon 


with fangs, a Hitler mustache 
and a large "X" across the 
face. It also carried the slogans 
"Work for World Peace," and 
"Oppose the U.S., Save Our 
Country." 


Uniformed and plainclothes 


police broke up the demonstra- 
tion, touching off a brief melee 
as they pursued Nham and his 
associates through the area. 


The police wrestled Nham to 


the ground and beat him. He 
lay in a muddy gutter for a few 
minutes, then was carried to a 
police jeep and taken away. His 
injuries did not appear serious. 


At a news conference earlier, 


Nham accused U.S. military 
police and "Thieu's police" of 
ripping down his posters and 
threatened to burn himself in a 
protest against Thieu's regime. 


The lower house elections are 


Sunday. Nham has been ar- 
rested twice previously in the 
last two weeks for unauthorized 
political demonstrations.

Chalk c u t t i n g lines 
from center of one long side 
to corners of other long side, 
to form a big t r i a n g l e 2 
yards along the base, plus 
two smaller triangles. Cut 
along chalk lines. 


To make ruffle, cut a strip 


of fabric 5 inches wide, and

around the side edges (the 
edges you cut) of the big 
triangle. This will require 
approximately I'/s yards of 
fabric in 5-foot strips. A cross- 
wise strip makes a crisper, 
perkier ruffle. A bias strip 
makes a softer ruffle. Join 
strips to m a k e a l e n g t h 
about 20 feet long. Fold strip 
in half lengthwise, wrong 
sides together, and gather to 
approximately 8 feet, or a 
little more than twice the 
two sides of the triangle.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


National Football League Plav- 
ers Association has asked that 
its members be exempt from 
President Nixon's price-wage- 
rent freeze. 


"The average career of a 


professional football player is 
4.6 yards," said Ed Garvey, 
NFLPA 
executive 
director. 


"One-third of the players will 
never have an opportunity to 
make up the loss suffered by 
the freeze because of injuries, 
cuts and retirements." 


Garvey said athletes were 


able to- get raises each year 
during the World War II freeze 
and were exempted from the 
freeze imposed during the Ko- 
rean War. 


Dan Devine, rookie coach of 


the Green Bay Packers, sug- 
gested the freeze might be 
more 
sweeping 
than 
first 


thought. When the freeze was 
imposed on Aug. 15, it was be- 
lieved it would affect only those 
players who had not signed 
their 1971 contracts. 


"I have an idea they all 


might be playing for their 1970 
salary while this thing is going 
on," Devine said, including the 
players who signed before the 
freeze was announced. 


"The reason is that the new 


salaries negotiated don't be- 
come operable until the first 
game, on Sept. 19," Devine 
said. "They aren't getting paid 
at the new rate yet, and it 
seems to me that might be an 
important point." 


A ruling this week on teach- 


ers, however, may also apply 
to professional athletes.

RedS Launch After 10 Days Dollar 
Large Number •• 
of Attacks 
Economists Expected

SAIGON (AP) - The North 


Vietnamese 
and 
Viet 
Cong 


launched the largest number of 
attacks in nearly three months 
in an apparent effort to terro- 
rize South Vietnam's National 
Assembly election Sunday, the 
South Vietnamese command re- 
ported today. 


A communique reported 38 


enemy attacks against South 
Vietnamese military units and 
civilians, including 19 rocket 
and mortar shellings, during 
the 24-hour period ending at 6 
a.m. today. The U.S. Command 
reported four attacks on Ameri- 
can forces. 


Official 
reports 
said 
two 


Americans and 49 South Viet- 
namese troops were killed and 
five Americans and 115 South 
Vietnamese 
soldiers 
were 


wounded. Eighteen South Viet- 
namese troops were reported 
missing. The two allied com- 
mands claimed 236 North Viet- 
namese and Viet Cong troops 
killed. 


Three 
Vietnamese 
civilians 


were reported killed and five 
wounded. 


A South Vietnamese spokes- 


man, Lt. Col. Le Trung Hien, 
said it was the highest level of 
enemy activity since May 28-29 
when 48 such enemy attacks 
were reported. 


This time the North Vietnam- 


ese and Viet Cong were most 
active in the central highlands 
and in farther north in the area 
south of Da Nang. 


They are considered two of 


the weakest areas in South 
Vietnam since the withdrawal 
of most U.S. forces from them 
earlier this year. The two in- 
fantry divisions considered the 
least effective in the South 
Vietnamese army are stationed 
in the central highlands. 


The U.S. Command reported 


Wednesday that it had "in- 
dications that the enemy may 
be planning a high point of ac- 
tivity during 
the next few 


days." The intensified attacks 
are a show of strength intended 
to intimidate the voters in the 
lower house election Sunday, 
U.S. and South Vietnamese offi- 
cers said. 


Nearly a score of U.S. B52 


bombers pounded North Viet- 
namese positions in the north- 
ern quarter of the country, and 
heavy fighting was reported 
south of Da Nang as South 
Vietnamese forces took the of- 
fensive. 


The U.S. Command also an- 


nounced today that 10 Ameri- 
cans were killed in combat in 
Vietnam last week, the lowest 
weekly toll in six years. 


The command reported in its 


weekly casualty summary that 
78 
U.S. servicemen 
were 


wounded last week, 18 less than 
the week before, and 14 Ameri- 
cans 
died 
from 
nonhostile 


causes, six more than the pre- 
vious week. 


The total battle dead was the 


lowest since the last week of 
August 1965, when six Ameri- 
cans were killed in action.

days after President Nixon cut 
the dollar loose from gold, the 
dollar is still stronger 
than 


most people expected. 


This 
apparent 
good 
news 


could actually be bad news. 


The reason is that part of the 


Nixon economic plan envisaged 
a decline in the value of the 
dollar in foreign money ex- 
changes. 
This 
would 
help 


United States exports since it 
would then take fewer mars 
or lire or francs to buy Ameri- 
can products. 


Also, it would mean 
that 


goods coming into the U. S. 
would cost more, and presum- 
ably, Americans 
would turn 


away from them. 


The net of these two, accord- 


ing to the plan, would be an im- 
provement in the U.S. balance 
of payments; we would no long- 
er be buying more than we are 
selling abroad. 


What has happened in the 10 


days since the President's his- 
toric announcement of a new 
economic policy? 


Things haven't yet gone as 


envisaged in the foreign mar- 
kets. 


So far, the dollar has slipped 


in the neighborhood of a little 


more than two per cent, not the 
expected 15 per cent. 


This means American goods 


are not that much 
cheaper 


abroad. Imports are more ex- 
pensive here not primarily be- 
cause of the dollar's new value 
but because of the new 10 per 
cent traiff Nixon put on them. 


In Geneva on Wednesday, the 


54-nation General 
Agreement 


on Tariffs and Trade—GATT— 
set up a study group to exam- 
ine the surcharge. The study 
group was told to "take into ac- 
count the nature of the U.S. 
balance of payments 
diffi- 


culties" and report back by 
Sept. 20. 


GATT members pledged to 


accept the surcharge without 
retaliation but made it clear 
they are strongly opposed to it 
and want it lifted as soon as 
possible. 


Failure of the dollar to fall as 


expected means that the extra 
tariff, the surcharge, is now 
America's big stick in inter- 
national bargaining. It keeps 
out some imports and thus 
keeps down the deficit in the 
balance of payments. At the 
same time, it provides a bar- 
gaining weight for dealing with 
other countries.
